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TWO NEW 
SCHOOLS PLANNED 


Two schools, instead of one, may be built in North Wilmington 
near where Woburn Street crosses Route 93. 

This was the decision of a group of town officials, meeting last 
Thursday in the High School, at the time of the regular Permanent 
Building Committee meeting, The decision stemmed directly from the 
decision of the Campanelli Brothers of Quincy to build about 180 new 
homes, in the vicinity of Park Street. 
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THE FOOTBALL WAS GIVEN TO JACKIE 


The various officials made no 
bones about their attitude, They 
felt the town was approaching a 
crisis, with 180 homes to be built, 

Among those present were the 
Chairman of Selectmen and Fi- 
nance Committee, and of the Plan- 
ning Board, School Superintend- 
ent Harold Shea and Eddie Page of 
the School Committee. 

Shea told the group that he had 
been planning to recommend a 14 
or 15 room school, to be ready for 
September of 1964, near the cor- 
ner of Woburn and High Streets, 
This was to be part of a greater 
schedule which would see a simi- 
lar school built for September 
1956 on Shawsheen Avenue, and a 
third school, a couple of years la- 
ter, closer to Main Street, in 
Shawsheen Avenue area, 

Because of the new homes planned 
Shea felt that there would have to 
be a 24 or 26 room school on Wo- 
burn Street. 

As a result of the discussions 
concerning the threatened influx 
the Chairman of the Permanent 
Building Committee advised that 
the town could either plan a 14 or 
15 room school, capable of being

enlarged at a later date, or plan 
two schools. 

To plan a school capable of being 
enlarged, he believed, would cost 
the town about 10% over the usual 
costs, 

Erwin Hanke, Chairman of the 
Permanent Building Committee, 
told the group that there was no 
possibility of locating one of the 
schools adjacent to the Barrows 
well field, near Hathaway Acres. 
The area had been subjected to 
‘perculation tests’ to determine 
if water would disappear into the 
ground, he said and, ‘The water 
just looked back at us - the ground 
would not absorb it at all!’ 

Two Schools, then, was the deci~ 
sion of the group. 

Shea told the group that he believed 
one school should be on each side 
of Route 93, This was accepted as 
basic thinking by the group. 

Page added the thought that the 
Permanent Building Committee 
should have assistance, inthe form 
of a Building Site Sub Committee. 
This, too, was accepted as a good 
suggestion, and the Chaiman of the 
Selectmen agreed he would discuss 
making such an appointment with 
other members of his board.
